Sir: 


I am about to prepare and issue a revised and amended copy of the instructions and 
regulations relative to the transaction of business at the Mints and assay-offices. A number of 
changes have been made in the various charges, etc., since 1874 — the date of the last printer 
edition — and other changes and modifications are contemplated, which will tend to increase the 
efficiency of the Mints and secure greater uniformity in the mode of transacting business. 


The Superintendent of your Mint under date of May 27, 1878 transmitted to this Office, 
communications from the Assayer and the Melter & Refiner, dated respectively May 9th and 
16th, submitting their views in relation to the charges imposed for the various operations. I will 
thank you to ascertain whether these gentlemen have any suggestions in addition to, or 
modifying those embraced in the letters preferred to, and if so, communicate the same to this 
Office together with such suggestions as you may be able to offer, which, in your opinion, will 
promote the efficiency of the Mint Service, all of which will receive due consideration in the 
preparation of the revised instructions. Please transmit also a copy of any special regulations for 
employees, now in force at your Mint. 


I have to request your early attention to this matter, as it is desirable that the instructions 
and regulations as amended, should go into effect at the beginning of this next fiscal year.
